In 1926 the famous economist be- 
gan her teaching career in the 
Bureau of International Research 
at Harvard and RadcUffe. Since

•latapt profesaor of economics at 
Bryn Mawr College, research as- 
sociate of the industrial research 
department of the University of 
Pennsylvania, director of Bryn 
Mawr Summer School for Women 
Workers in Industry, and lecturer 
in the Women’s College, University 
of Pennsylvania.

She has been a board member of 
ihe Bureau of Research of the So- 
nia! Se«'urMy, Inslructor of the Pa- 
cific Relations Club of New York, 
and member of llie Anierican Eco- 
nomic Association and the Foreign 
Policy Association. * ' . 

Miss Dulles is the author of "The 
French Franc," "'Fhe Bank for In- 
ternational Selllements at Work," 
"The Evolution of Reparation 
Ideas." "The Dollar, The Franc, 
and InAatlon," "Depression & Re- 
construction," and "Financing the 
Social Security Act."

Mr. Elman’s son Josef, a Uni- 
versity student and an active mem- 
ber or the fraternity, helped initi- 
ate hit father. 

In accepting the honorary mem- 
bership, Mr. Elman declared that 
one of the things that bothered 
him was the injustice done to tlie 
present members of Phi Alpha who 
had to "grind Away In college” in 
order to become members, while he 
wa.s getting in the easy way. 

Practice A "Grind" 

Mr. Roy M. North, postmaster for 
tlie District of Columbia and a 
close friend of the Pllman family, 
later pointed out that any man 
who has spent no less than /our 
hours a day every day of his life 
practicing violin need not feel that 
he has gotten away with anything. 

Mr. Elman concluded his remarks 
hy telling the audience of 120 Phi 
Alphans and guests that he was 
now placed in a qaundry, not know- 
ing whether to treat his son as a 
father or a brother.

THE 0NIVIWS1TY HATCHET 


• SEEMS THAT THERE ARE quite a few people 
around campus wondering what has happened to the 
“DZ Story." Everyone has heard a vivid assortment 
of rumors, yet apparently no one knows much for cer- 
tain. Not even the police. 

This much is definite — the investigation is being 
continued. However, the story behind the scene is a 
masterful tribute to confusion and uncertainty. 

A brief review pf the whole affair runs something 
like this: 'way back on October 2 the Delta Zeta rooms 
were vandalized to the extent of approximately $1,000 
damage. Campus fraternities and sororities made up 
over $300 of this through a benefit dance the following 
Sunday evening. 

Third Precinct police advanced the theory of revenge 
as a motive. T)iey thought the vandal might have been 
a girl. Several suspects, both male and female, have 
since apparently been cleared. 

Coming on top of this, to add to DZt troubles, the 
Panhellenic Council voted to penalize DZ for violations 
of rush rules during the summer. No formal protest 
was reglstm^ by Delta Zeta; however Grace Bunker, 
DZ president presented a statement of the (mrority’s 
side of the case to the Student Life Committee at its 
last meeting. 

In this statement. Miss Bunker pointed out that 
Delta Zeta had had no time to present a defense to the 
accusation of Panhel, since, she had not been Informed 
in time to prepare one. In addition, the Penalties Com- 
mittee of Pahhel had taken action one week sooner 
than had beenAiTangad with DZ. \ 

On the' other hand, furdier complicating the situa- 
tion, Barbara Stone, Panhel president and chairman 
of the Penalties Committee, interpreted the matter 
differently, saying in effect that DZ could havd had 
more time if it had been requested. 

Student Ufe felt it could take no action on the 
matter sinbe it had not received a locmkl protest, and 
what it had received was presented too/ late. Yet sev- 
eral members of this committe expressed unofficial 
sympathy with Delta Zeta, ibnd concern over Panhel’s 
action. 

Last week, Chi Omega sorority found a funeral 
wreath placed a( its door, and Its brass name-plaque 
tom from the wall. Yet as late as Sunday, the Third 
Precinct had scant knowledge of, this incident as it 
had not even been entered on the police blotter. They 
report that the investigation is continuing, but with 
no particular theory as a basis. 

Delta Zeta, Chi Omega, Panhel, Student Life, the 
University In general, and' the police have all been 
involved In one of the most mis-handled mix-ups we've 
ever seen. i. 

If, even at this lale date, a solution had been reached 
to the various problems connected with the whole 
affair, we could breathe a' deep sigh of relief. But 
unfortunately, nothtpg hSs been solved. It was, has 
been, and still is a pretty sorry mess.

Accompanied 
on< the mission by one of Mahatma 
Gandhl’a aasoclates. he met Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal Nehru and. his 
sister, Madame Pandit, now am- 
bassador to the U. S. 

"After graduating from law 
•chool at the University, I may 
return to India and continue this 
goodwill work, If my people need 
me," Shakeri declares, "but Just 
now my prime interest is my 
studies, which do not permit me to 
move around socially as much as 
I would like."

Still, Farrukh has made friends 
with many American and foreign 
students here, and has renewed 
his acquaintanceships with many 
eminent Americans he met on his 
1946 visit.

Bunker Gives 
DZ Statement 
To Student Life 

• GRACE BUNKER, President of 
Delta Zeta sorority, presented a 
statement to the Student Life Com- 
mittee at Its meeting last Thurs- 
day, defending her sorority from 
the decision made by the -Pan- 
hellenic Council. 

The Council had found the soror- 
ity guilty of violating rush regula- 
tions by holding a summer rush 
party and had penalized them by 
forbidding the group to initiate any 
new members for .the entire school 
year. 

Miss Bunker made plain before 
reading her prepared statement 
that it was not In the nature of an 
appeal, but was made to clarify 
the position of the group and to 
bring additional facts before the 
Student Life Committee. According 
to the rules of Panhel an appeal 
could have been made, but only 
within one week after the penalty 
was announced. The deadline had 
passed. 

Enclosed with the statement for 
addition to Student Life fllei were 
depositions from three of the four 
girls at the alleged rush party de- 
claring they In no way were rushed 
to Join DZ. 

According to Miss Bunker, she 
was not informed that their case 
was coming beforo Panhel until 
a few minutes before the hearing 
was held. 

Members of the Student Life 
Committee expressed concern over * 
the apparently unnectesary rate of- 
speed with which the case was dis- 
patched by Panbellenic Council, 
but felt no action could be taken 
since the Information had come 
to the committee past the legal 
deadline for an appeal 

The Delta Zeta statement closed 
with the following: ‘This has taken 
a great toll of time and energy and 
emotional reserve from our girls. 
We cannot go further with It. It 
haa already cost us much Ip school 
effectiveness, although we have 
also learned a great deal. These 
are the facts as we know them.”
